The Court, it will be recalled, was pro-
vided for in the Covenant of the Leagiue of
Nations. A commission of distingiished
Jurists, of which Elihu Roor was o mem-
ber, drafted a plan for the constitution of
the Court in 1920, That plan has been
ratitied by the League's legisintive  body
and eleven Judges and four Deputs JTudges
have been elected, It §s these Judges who
have gatheped gt The Ilague to put the
Court in shape to do business.  The United
Btates is represented on the bench of the
Court in the person of John Bassett Moore,

This League of Nations Conrt is radieally
different from the Arbitpation Couprt thar

ta at The Hague, The latter is not yeplle
a court, It is a panel of qualified men
from which disputants may seleet o group
“of arbitrators to docide hetwoen them. The
new (Court is a judieial tribunal with per-
manent Judges and with the duty of sitting
once i year fto hear any eases which may
be brought befors i1, The rules governing
it have been adopted by the legislative Loldy
of the League of Nations, of which it is the
judicial branch. Al States which belong
to the League have the eight to take thewe
cases before |t her States may  have
neeess to it on eonditions laid down by the
Council of the Lengur.

wrote of high and low. jinks, of eligues and
elubw and yanities and foolish pretenses |
and his hero—who was, seemingly, him-
self-—went out from all this, bewildered and
made glddy by unexpeeted realities about
which he had never been warned, to learn
na n tramper on the highways what life s
really about,

No one ean justly complain ghout motor-
enrs ne such, It fe not of motorcars that
Di'r.

whn refuse,

1 aisd not know that they existed when 1
first bogan to ply my humble wares in and
out—generally  out—of bookish places of
business and magazine offices.  And T wae
often puzzled beenuee the editors Inoked and
talked so  little  lke their perlodicals.
Neither did T then at ndl gauge the enmula-
tive power of the firm’s renders.

1 remember the first thing I evér wraote,
which was, of course, n biographieal novel
and autoblographical at that, 1 sent to the
nearest publisher, the Lippincotts, because
they were publishing n magazine with a
complete novel a month, nmrn very erotie
and ernde stors by a beginner had had a
tremendnns vogue, and, though T felt that
mine was neither erotle nor erude, It wos
the work of a beginner, oand T thought
miuyhe the Lippineotts, heartened by their
great sule of the first, might try another un-
Lnown.

I reeeived n note In about a fortnight
nsking me to eall nt the editor's office and
nsk for “‘their Mr, Forster.” 1 did so and
after a little interval n worried, red-haired
Tirtle man appeared with my manuseript,
veeognized the red rvibbons that tied it,  He
greeted me phsently and continued to fumble
through the manuseript, e shook 1t, he
wet hig thumb and turned over leaf after
leaf and  talked very digjointedly in n
paternal yet bewlldered fushion nbont the
book.  And then, after nn abstracted pause,
lie hinndedd {4 bock to me with the remurk
that it was good but not publishable,

WAS nnused 1o the printed slips bearing

that novlelding fint which one generally
goets, and 1 supposed in my innoeence that
all yeieoted manusoripts caused some one of
Alr. Fapstor's position n continunl poin of
refuenl, 8o 1 nodded solemnly and went
forth.

PPorhaps a year Tnter 1 gave mysell the
diseipline of veremiding that first effort, Tt
wins very bad in spots and very good in
others,  and  perfeetly  surprising  all
thromgh, for 1 had forgotten every word of
ir; Lt the most sueprising thing of all was
a letter dated a yvear back from the Lippin-
cott publishing office saying the reports of
the readers had been on the whole so favor-
allle that the advier was to publish it after
the eonsent of the writer had been abtained
to eortpin obvionsly pecossary ehnnges ; one
wns i happy ending instead of cvepe on the
door ' The sheet with these observations
bl gotten stoek somewhere in the interior
of the manuseript and had not been dis-
lewlged] oven under the jerkings of “onr Mr.
Faorstor,” and, failing 10 find it nand being
unavare of the eontents of the book and
uneertaln as to his instructions, he had
given it up as probably o mistake all around.
